More than 10 million men and women 
are victims of some sort of domestic 
abuse each year in the United States. 
In fact, almost every minute, at least 20 
people are becoming a victim of domestic 
violence. 

October is Domestic Violence 
Awareness Month, and it has a 
special impact on people the age 
of the average college student. 

Most victims who suffer from 
domestic violence are usually 
between the ages of 18 and 24. 

When referring to domestic 
violence, it usually involves an 
intimate relationship between 
two people. On average days, 
more than 20,000 phone 
calls are made to a domestic 
violence hotline. 

“Most people believe that 
domestic violence is only physical 
or verbal harm to the other person, 
when in fact, domestic violence varies 
throughout different types of abuse such 
as physical abuse, mental abuse, sexual 


abuse, financial abuse, psychological 
abuse, and even emotional abuse,” said 
Amanda McLeod, counselor at Jones 
County Junior College. 

Around 45 percent of female rape 
cases are committed through domestic 
violence and 29 percent of male rape 
victims are reported as being a case 
of domestic violence. Also, 
between 21 percent and 60 
percent of victims lose their 
jobs due to financial abuse. The 
abuser will not allow the victim 
to go to work, which is a way 
of maintaining control over 
the victim. 

When it comes to domestic 
violence on college campuses, 
53 percent of victims say 
they were abused by either a 
former girlfriend or former 
boyfriend. Domestic violence 
usually occurs within a dating 
relationship rather than 
a marriage. Also, around 90 percent 
of sexual assault victims on college 
campuses say they know their attacker.

According to the 2010 National 
Intimate Partner and Sexual Violence 
Survey Summary Report, the correct 
answers: 

For women, the most abused age 
range is 18-24 (39%) followed by 
11-17 (22%). Third is ages 35-44 (7%) 
and fourth, 45+ (3%). 

For men, the most abused age is 
18-24 (47%), followed by 25-34 (31%). 
Third is 11-17 (15%), fourth 35-44 
(10%), then 45+ (6%).

Jones County Junior College will 
host Homecoming Week Oct. 10-15, 
and though it will focus on the spirit of 
the campus, the events which will take 
place this year are slightly different 
from before.

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Construction to begin on new 
pedestrian plaza on campus

Construction of a new 
pedestrian plaza outside 
the C.L. Neill Student 
Center will begin Oct. 17. 

The plaza is being 
paid for through a 
Mississippi Department 
of Transportation grant 
that Jones County Junior 
College received for 
campus improvement 
last year. It will have 
brick pavers, seat walls, 
landscaping, a fountain 
and a large school logo in 
the middle of the brick. 

Michael Bradshaw, 
the director of campus 
operations, said the plaza 
will make the campus safer 
for students. 

“It will help with safety 
since the street will be 


blocked for pedestrian 
traffic,” he said. 

Construction will be 
done in five phases. The 
first phase will stretch 
from the Fine Arts building 
to the intersection at 
College Drive and Dan 
Jones Memorial Drive. 


The first phase is a 
$416,000 project. 

“The Mississippi 

Department of 

Transportation is proud 
to partner with JCJC on 
this important pathway 
project on campus,” said 
Tom King, the southern 


district transportation 
commissioner at 

the Department of 
Transportation. “Projects 
like this one greatly 
improve the quality of life 
on college campuses, and 
we are honored to assist

The author of the book 
“The Free State of Jones,” 
which later inspired a 
movie of the same name, 
spoke at Jones County 
Junior College Sept. 14. 

Historian and 

Distinguished Professor 
Emeritus of History at 
Texas State University 
Victoria E. Bynum spoke 
about her research to 
students of the Charles 
Pickering Honors Institute. 

Although she was born 
in Pennsylvania, her father 
was from Jones County. 
The familiarity of Jones 
County led her to research 
the Civil War from an inner 
perspective. However, her 
original interest for the 
19th-century South paved 
the way to her research 
about the Civil War. 

“I came to realize that 
you can’t study 19th- 


century South unless you 
understand the Civil War,” 
said Bynum. 

Researching her 

dissertation for her 
doctoral degree, Bynum 


stuck with Southern 
history. She became 
specifically interested in 
the role of women during 
the 19th-century South. 
This research about 


women eventually became 
her first book, which led 
into her most well-known 
work “The Free State of 

Jones.” _

JCJC holds blood drive

The United Blood Service 
hosted a blood drive on 
the Jones County Junior 
College campus September 
26 - September 28. 

On Sept. 26, 125 units 
of blood were collected. 
The amount surpassed 
JCJC’s goal for the day. 
The following day, the 
organization collected 95 
units of blood, just five units 
short for the daily goal. 

“We collect more blood 
here on JCJC’s campus than 
we do at any other campus,” 
said Beverly Clark, United 
Blood Services senior 
donor sponsor. “It truly 
does make an impact in 
Mississippi.” 

Every two seconds, 
someone in the United 
States is in need of blood. 
When a person donates 
blood, he/she is able to save 
up to three lives. Also, it 
only takes three teaspoons 
of blood to save a baby’s 
life. In fact, approximately 
32,000 pints of blood are 


used each day in the United 
States. 

The blood drive took 
place in the P.E. Building. 
Both appointments and 
walk-ins were acceptable. 
The total number of people 
who donated over the three 
days were 396 with 323 
pints collected. T-shirts, 
snacks and drinks were 
given to each individual 
who donated blood. 

The type blood that is 
specifically needed most is 
Type O, and UBS is sharing 
it with Louisiana, said Clark. 
She explained that the 
number of units needed to 
save a life, “depends on the 
severity of the patient. The 
average patient uses three 
units of blood.” 

The process of donating 
blood typically only takes 
up to 10 - 12 minutes to 
complete. Clark wanted 
everyone to remember 
“there is no substitute for 
blood, it can’t be made or 
bought. We depend on our 
JCJC students and faculty 
to roll up their sleeves and 
give.”

Torres started her artistic 
practices when she was 14 
and later went to college 
to seek a degree in art at 
Cooper Union. While at 
Cooper she took a year¬ 
long leave of absence where 
she traveled alone to India 
and Nepal visiting small 


villages, photographing the 
people and architecture 
and writing about her 
experiences. She completed 
her BFA undergraduate 
degree, with an emphasis 
in sculpture, in 1988. After 
taking four years off to 
pursue a career and build 
skills in fine furniture 
building, she attended the 
University of Georgia and 
received an MFA in 1995 
with a thesis in sculpture 
and photography. 

Torres has been part 
of USM for years. She 
first started in 1999 as 
a department chair and 
remained in that position 
for six years. She then 
returned to doing what she 
loved, which is teaching and 
creating sculptures of her 
own. Now her art has been 
seen nationwide and been 
displayed in the Mississippi 
Museum of Art. 

Torres will attend and 
speak at the JCJC art show 
on Oct. 5. Though the 
time of her speech is not 
confirmed, Torres intends 
to encourage others 
through her words and art.

“The land of the free 
and home of the brave” 
is a phrase written in the 
USA’s national anthem. 
These words, meant to 
be a beacon of a land free 
from bondage and filled 
with hope, were written in 
1814 by Francis Scott Key 


as a symbolic message of 
freedom, but one must 
wonder if these words 
truly represent the United 
States. 

The United States 
became a country on July 
4, 1776 after gaining its 
freedom from Great Britain. 
Many say that America 
was founded on freedom 
because of its core ideals.

Traditionally, we have all 
been taught that phones 
are a distraction in school 
settings. Usually, the 
only students using them 
during class are half- 
slumped down in a desk 
on the back row listening 
to music or scrolling 
through social sites. 

Anatomy and Physiology 
instructor Benji Sessums 
has recognized cell 
phones to be a resource 
for teaching and seized 
the opportunity to utilize 
them. Sessums does not 
allow his students to 
freely use their phones 
during his class, but he 
does allow them to use 
their phones as a method 
of review. In the first 
week of class, instead 
of passing out “short 
answer” worksheets, 
which seemed to be 
high school teachers’ 
trademark idea of a break 


from “traditional” work, 
he passed out something 
more attention grabbing, 
a sheet of barcodes. 

Before his first lecture, 
Sessums did something 
unexpected and asked 
his class to download 
a QR reader app that 
is accessible to smart 
phones, which most of his 
students had. 

“Those of you that 
downloaded the QR 
reader may now scan the 
barcodes on your work 
sheet,” said Sessums. 

QR readers are slightly 
different from traditional 
barcode scanners because 
they allow students to 
store, digitally present 
and read data by scanning 
the code. This means that 
the barcodes that were 
passed out could be a link 
to interactive tasks like 
worksheets or discussion 
questions. Sessums’ class 
scanned the barcode 
sheet and the QR scanner 
presented them with a 
“mini quiz” on his first 
lecture. 

“Students who want to 
use their phones during 


lecture will do it no matter 
what the instructor does,” 
said Sessums. “Since 
encouraging the behavior, 
I actually seem to have less 
issues with it than other 
instructors.” 

Less issues with phones 
does not necessarily mean 
that everyone has been 
interested in the apps. 
Using them, however, 
did give students the 
opportunity to have an 
extra study tool and 
allows students a break 
from traditional teaching 
methods. 

“I don’t see complete 
participation, but I have 
never seen ‘complete’ 
participation in any tool 
ever used,” he said. 

He said he believes 
this allows him to 
reach students on their 
generational level, and 
the feedback he gets 
from students could not 
support that more. 

“I found the mini quiz 
helpful and practical,” said 
Hailey Parish, a student 
in Sessums’ Anatomy 
and Physiology class. 
“Hopefully he will continue 
to let us use the apps.” 


Other than the QR 
scanner, students 

downloaded an app called 
“ucam_plus” to assist them 
in lab. Sessums explained 
that this device attaches 
to microscopes during 
biology labs and will allow 
students to access the 
images by connecting to 
its Wi-Fi. The students can 
see what the instructor 


sees when looking under 
a microscope, and they 
can take pictures of the 
subjects using the app. 

“This is important in labs 
where it is necessary for 
all the students to be able 
to see the same sample,” 
said Sessums. 

Text books are bulky, 
lab manuals are messy 
and sometimes dogs eat 


homework. How often 
has a phone been too 
heavy, cluttered, or half 
eaten? Using these apps 
is hugely beneficial for 
today’s demographic 
because not only does it 
help students organize 
and store information, 
but it also makes studying 
easy and accessible from 
anywhere.

If our court systems 
aren’t going to stand up 
for the victims of sexual 
assaults, it’s time that we, 
the concerned and the 
victims of sexual assaults, 
begin speaking out. While 
it should be noted that 
men are also the target of 
sexual assaults, a believed 
one in 16 men who attend 
college will be sexually 
assaulted, women face 
a much greater risk of 
being the victim of sexual 
assault.

JCJC’s soccer teams 
are both coached by Irish 
coaches. The women’s 
team is coached by Dolores 
Deasley and the men’s team 
by Brendan Connolly. 

The players made their 
way to the states through 
their connections with the 
coaches. 

“Shannon was through (a) 
coaching connection I had, 
and Rachel came through 
a friend of mine coaching 
in the Irish league back 
home,” explained Deasley. 
“My friend had visited here 
a year ago and thought we 
had a great campus and lots 
to offer so that was how we 
got Rachel.” 

Each of the foreign team 
members has different 
reasons for coming to 


America to play soccer 
and attend college. Ross 
explained, “Since I’ve been 
16 I’ve always wanted to 
come play soccer in the 
states. I knew that my 
career back home wasn’t 
going anywhere so I 
decided to try making it in 
America where soccer is 
currently on the rise.” 

Lewis decided to 
play soccer in America 
because he could receive 
scholarships and felt he had 


a better chance of pursuing 
his career goals. 

Durkin said, “I’ve always 
wanted to play soccer. It’s 
been my dream since I 
was little, but I would say I 
decided I wanted to play at 
(college) level at around the 
age of 13.” 

While most Americans 
would assume that since 
soccer is one of the main 
sports in Europe, athletes 
get plenty of practice, 
that isn’t always the case. 
Todd came to America so 


he could have a chance 
to train more than he did 
when he was home. 

“Growing up I always 
wanted to play a good 
standard of soccer,” he 
said. “Back home the club 
I played for only trained 
twice a week and played 
a game on Saturdays. I 
knew coming out here 
would have been a great 
opportunity. Getting to 
train every day, sometimes

Winters was able to 
hold the Lions to only a 
field goal.

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Misconceptions surround domestic abuse

The subject of 
domestic violence has 
many misconceptions. 
Some people have 
different assumptions or 
viewpoints on a domestic 
violence situation 

without knowing the 
facts. Skewed ideas vary 
among what people 
even consider a case of 
“domestic violence.” 

Domestic abuse can 
be physical, sexual, 
psychological or can 
even be attacks against 
properties, pets or 
animals. According to 
the Bureau of Justice, 
domestic violence 

extends to all race and 


class groups. Similar rates 
also extend to city, suburb 
and rural areas. 

Abuse can happen 
to anyone. It can be 
directed toward women, 
men, children and the 
elderly. It takes place 
among all social classes 
and all ethnic groups; 
however, women are the 
most targeted victims of 
domestic violence. One 
in four American women 
report being physically 
assaulted and/or raped 
by a current or former 
spouse, cohabiting 

partner or date at some 
time in their life, according 
to psychcentral.com. 

Men are often abused, 
yet these cases are often 
times overlooked. In fact, 


according to The National 
Domestic Violence 

Hotline, 10 percent of 
men in the U.S. have 
experienced some form 
of domestic violence. 

Statistically, three 
women are murdered 
every day by a significant 
other or spouse. Around 
10 million children will 
witness some form of 
domestic abuse in their 
lives annually. 

Some people claim that 
women who are suffering 
from domestic abuse can 
simply leave the situation. 
Psych Central provides 
a list of reasons why a 
victim of abuse cannot 
leave, including family 
and social pressures, 
shame, financial barriers, 


children and religious 
beliefs. Fifty percent of 
women with children 
that do end up leaving 
end up homeless. If the 
victim of abuse is a child, 
they would have even 
more barriers keeping 
them from escaping the 
situation. 

More examples of 
domestic violence 

include stalking, 

intimidation, isolation, 
shaming, intentional 
endangerment and even 
criminal coercion. 

The elderly are also 
victims of domestic 
violence by a partner 
or family member. This 
can occur because of

Couples repeat 
phases of abuse

Domestic violence is 
an act that is carried out 
to harm either a spouse, 
an intimate partner, or a 
member of the household. 
There are many different 
types of domestic violence 
such as physical abuse, 
mental abuse, emotional 
abuse, verbal abuse and 
even economic abuse. 

When it comes to 
domestic violence, there 
are four major phases 
that take place. There are 
many different words for 


these phases, but they are 
commonly identified as 
tension building, incident, 
reconciliation and calm. 

The victim usually 
becomes isolated from 
family and friends because 
his or her abuser is very 
controlling and does not 
allow the victim to have 
any type of communication 
with others. This makes 
the victim feel as if he or 
she has no choice but to 
become solely dependent 
on their abuser. Any victim 
that has gone through the

Female on male 
abuse happens

When the term ‘domestic 
violence’ is heard, men are 
given the role of instigator 
and women are seen as 
the victim. However, one 
in seven men actually 
become victims of 
domestic abuse. 

There is a stigma that 
is associated with a male 
being abused or taken 
control of by a female 
that makes getting help 
a difficult task for men. 
Since men have the 
reputation of being the 
stronger, dominating 
gender, they are often met 
with skepticism when they 
claim a woman has abused 
them. 

Domestic abuse can be 


classified as intimidation, 
sexual assault, emotional 
abuse, manipulating 
finances as a means of 
control, threats and 
battery. When men are 
the ones being abused, 
it is not uncommon for a 
female aggressor to use 
objects to bridge the gap 
between strength or to 
stage an attack while the 
man is sleeping to gain the 
upper hand. 

It is unnerving to think 
that a spouse, particularly 
the care taker and 
matriarch of a family, is 
capable of such brutal 
behaviors. Men will stay in 
abusive relationships just 
like women and will often 
do it for the same reasons. 
Even when it is apparent

College students need to know 
abuse can be more than physical

Domestic violence 
isn’t a topic that many 
people want to talk about. 
However, it is a topic that 
needs to be addressed 
as this generation is 
heavily affected by issues 
concerning domestic 
abuse. 

There are many 
misconceptions to 

domestic violence as often 
times this generation 
doesn’t like to think about 
anything controversial. 
This has led to a lack of 
knowledge and awareness 
relating to the issues 
involving domestic 

violence. 

While physical abuse is 
a factor, domestic violence 
also entails emotional 
and psychological abuse 
such as rape, stalking 
and financial entrapment 
among other forms. 


An estimated 19.3 million 
women and 5.1 million 
men have reported being 
stalked in their lifetime. 
Of those, 60.8 percent of 
women and 43.5 percent 
of men reported that 
they had been stalked by 
current or former intimate 
partners. 

In the generation 
that has grown up with 
technology, this has 
crossed into social media 
platforms. Stalking affects 
13 percent of all college- 
aged women. Of these, 
42 percent report being 


stalked by a boyfriend or 
an ex-boyfriend. 

The physical and mental 
aspects of abuse can be 
extreme as well. Many 
studies show that there is 
a staggering connection 
between intimate partner 
violence, depression and 
suicidal behaviors. Abuse 
can often lead to serious 
problems like chronic pain, 
nutritional deficiencies 
and even Post Traumatic 
Stress Disorder. Often as 
a coping method, victims of 
domestic abuse are prone 
to developing problems 


with alcohol, drugs and 
tobacco. 

The current generation 
is heavily affected by many 
different forms of domestic 
abuse; one to four young 
women and one to five 
young men ages 18-24 are 
the victims of domestic 
abuse. 

Among college-aged 
students, 53 percent 
report being abused from 
someone whom they 
have had an intimate 
relationship with. Of the 
52 percent mentioned 
above, 21 percent report 
experiencing abuse with 
a current partner, and 
the remaining 32 percent 
report having previous 
experience with a former 
partner. 

While it is a big topic to 
bring to the table, it is one 
that must be addressed in 
an effort to put an end to

risk of depression and

They also 
need to know that there 
are people who care about 
them and are willing to help 
them move away from the 
situation. 

There is a domestic 
violence hotline accessible

The hotline remains 
completely anonymous 
and is overseen by trained 
professionals. There are

Victim of domestic violence shares experience

We interviewed an 
anonymous person about 
her experience with 
domestic violence. Here 
are her answers: 

Q. What is your 
experience with domestic 
violence? 

A. Four months into 
my relationship with my 
boyfriend at the time, I 
started to see little signs 
of abuse. He got mad 
over small things. A few 
months later is when the 
hitting came. He always 
apologized and surprised 
me with flowers, and 
things would be OK for a 


few weeks. Then it would 
just happen again. We 
dated for three years. 

Q. How did domestic 
violence affect you? 

A. Domestic 
violence made me 
hopeless and confused 
and guilty. I swore to 
everyone that nothing 
was going on. 

Q. Were there 

any signs of abuse that 
warned you of potential 
violence, and if so, why 
did you stay? 

A. Yes, there were 
signs, but I ignored them 
because I didn’t want 
to be alone. And I really 
loved him. 

Q. How did you deal 


with the situation? 

A. I tried coping 
with it the best I could. I 
thought every time would 
be the last. 

Q. How did you 

overcome it? 

A. Overcoming it 

was the hardest part. My 
best friend of 10 years had 
to be completely real with 
me. At first I didn’t want 
to listen, but it was the 
best decision I ever made. 

Q. Does the 

experience affect your 
everyday life? If so, how? 

A. It does, and it 

doesn’t. I hate that I stayed 
with him so long, but I’m 
able to now help others 
who are experiencing the 


same thing. 

Q. Has this 

experience changed your 
outlook of life at all? 

A. It hasn’t 

necessarily changed my 
outlook on life. However, 
I am a lot stronger than I 
was. Now I’m able to stand 
up and defend myself. 

Q. What advice 

would you give to 
someone being affected 
by domestic violence? 

A. Seek help. Don’t 

ignore the signs. I know 

you can see them. It’s 
okay to be afraid, but you 
can get help and get out. 
Call a hotline, and don’t 
be afraid to reach out to 
people who love you.

been listed on the 
presidential ballot. Gary 
Johnson approves the right 
to conceal carry as long as 
the person is mentally fit and 
responsible enough to handle 
a gun and is also a very strong 
advocate for the recreational 
use of marijuana. He is pro- 
choice, supports policies 
that prioritize the growth of 
jobs and the revitalizing of 
America’s economy and is a 
strong believer in honoring 


those that have fought for 
and died for our freedom 
as Americans. Gov. Johnson 
has also made multiple 
statements about ending the 
war on drugs. 

Apart from Gary Johnson, 
there are two other third 
party candidates that 
have a decent chance in 
the election.

others believe that this 
law is unconstitutional 
and violates the First 
Amendment. 

Another example of the 
limitations of the United 
States would be the 
ability of the government 
to be able to declare 
martial law at any time.

Education Research 
Institute states, “The 
home-educated typically 
score 15 to 30 percentile 
points above public- 
school students on 
standardized academic 
achievement tests.

no evidence that they are 
true, yet many people still 
practice them in their daily 
lives. 

One of the most common 
superstitions is that 
cracking your knuckles will 
cause arthritis. Most of us 
have been told this since 
we can remember, but it’s 
actually a myth. 

“There is absolutely no 
evidence that cracking you 
knuckles causes arthritis,” 
said JCJC Anatomy and 
Physiology teacher Megan 
Stringer. 

“When you crack 
your knuckles, you’re 
just popping air bubbles 
between your joints, like 
popping bubble wrap,” said 
Stringer. “There is evidence 


that it can cause swelling in 
your joints, but it will not 
cause arthritis.” 

Another common 

superstition is throwing 
salt over your left shoulder 
to prevent bad luck if you’ve 
spilled some. The origins of 
this superstition are mostly 
unknown, but there are 
some theories. 

“If you spill salt, the devil 
sees it as an invitation to 
step in and do evil. Throwing 
it over your shoulder into 
his face blinds him and 
renders him helpless,” 
states an explanation on 
howstuffworks.com. 

According to JCJC 
sophomore Adrian 

McDonald, she has always 
thrown salt over her 
shoulder to prevent bad 
luck. 

Asked if it has ever 
worked, she answered, 


“Honestly, no, but I still 
continue to do it because 
it’s pretty much just a habit 
now.” 

Austin Flynt, another 
Jones sophomore, admits 
he is a little superstitious. 
If he feels like he ever says 
anything that could jinx 
himself, he will knock on 
wood. 

The origins of this 
superstition are thought 
to be from a game of tag 
“in which the players were 
immune from being caught 
whenever they touched a 
piece of wood,” according 
to history.com. 

Perhaps the most 
convincing story of a 
superstition being true 
is from a JCJC freshman, 
Montana Barron. According 
to Barron, he was driving 
home from work one night 
when a black cat, often 


associated with witches, 
ran across the street. He 
swerved out of the way 
to avoid hitting it and as a 
result, he flipped his car. 
He was fine, but the event 
convinced him that black 
cats are unlucky. 

Even with scientific 
evidence that most 
superstitions aren’t true, 
they are still widely believed. 
We choose to believe what 
we’ve heard and justify it 
by looking for some truth 
to the myth, but the truth 
could just be a series of 
untimely coincidences.

domestic abuse. Victims of abuse 
should know that there is help. 

“I think the majority of students 
buy into the myth that inter¬ 
partner violence is only being ‘hit’ 
or ‘beat’ by your significant other 
or dating partner. However, inter¬ 
partner violence can also include 
sexual, emotional, verbal, and 
economic abuse. I think it is very 
important for us to educate students 
on what abuse is so that they know 
when to reach out for help if they 
are in an abusive relationship or 
situation,” said McLeod.

malicious act of domestic 
violence will be very 
familiar with these terms 
and/or phases. 

During the tension 
building phase, a large 
amount of stress occurs. 
When this happens, it 
allows the abuser to feel 
as if he or she is powerless. 
This tension can come 
from common domestic 
issues like children, 
finances or even jobs. It can 
best be explained as the 
abuser feeling paranoid. 
The abuser begins name¬ 
calling, making false 
accusations and giving 
harsh insults. As the stress 
continues to build, the 
victim will usually try to 
calm the abuser and tend

that a relationship is 
unhealthy, he may remain 
with his spouse because 
he has hope for the 
relationship, is afraid of 
what will happen to his 
children or blame himself 
for his partner’s discontent. 

No matter whether 
the abuser or victim are 
men or women, they still 
experience the same stages 
of domestic abuse. Tension, 
which is the first stage, is 
characterized by passive 
aggressive behavior. 

Tension can include insults 
about weight, behavior 
or trivial matters. It may 
also include jealousy and 
a demand for respect. 
Many of the behaviors in 
this stage are intended 
to damage self-esteem in 
order to regain control. 


have substance abuse 
problems. Though alcohol 
or substances are not a 
direct cause of domestic 
abuse, both can increase 
violent behaviors and lower 
inhibitions, according to 
Pysch Central. 

Most people would 
also assume that cases 
of domestic violence 
are not happening 
around them, according 
to domesticviolence.org. 


to his or her every need. 
Unfortunately, this will not 
prevent abuse. 

The next phase of abuse 
is called the incident. The 
incident is when most, 
if not all, attacks are 
committed. This phase is 
usually triggered by the 
abuser’s emotional state of 
mind, not by the victim’s 
behavior. These attacks 
could include sexual, 
physical and verbal attacks. 
Isolation from others and 
even financial abuse are 
examples of domestic 
abuse. These incidents are 
always on purpose, and are 
never just “an accident,” 
even though most victims 
will claim them to be. The 
reasoning behind these 
attacks is so the abuser can 
gain control, humiliate or 
physically hurt the victim. 
They may look at it as a 


The Incident of Abuse 
Stage is the official title 
of the second stage and 
it is where most physical 
altercations take place. 
After tension builds, it 
is only a matter of time 
before physically abusive 
behaviors manifest 

themselves. Men are 
generally stronger than 
women because they 
have more testosterone, 
so the nature of physical 
abuse may be different. 
Physical abuse from 
women toward men might 
include throwing objects 
or showing cruelty to pets 
and children. It may also 
escalate to staged attacks 
where the victim is more 
vulnerable like when he is 
in the shower or asleep. 

Calm is the final stage 
and is where the abuser 
attempts to reconcile for 
the abuse. Many times 
the assailant will be 


Statistics also show that 
divorced women make 
up at least 75 percent of 
the victims of domestic 
violence. It is also believed 
that those numbers are not 
necessarily accurate due 
to cases not being widely 
reported. According to The 
Second Step organization, 
accurate statistics on the 
number of those abused 
are not available. Like rape, 
abuse cases are rarely 


way of getting even with 
the victim. 

The third phase of 
domestic violence is known 
as the reconciliation phase, 
or the honey-moon phase. 
During this phase, the 
abuser will apologize for 
the recent attacks. He or 
she is usually aware of 
his/her actions and are 
ashamed of them. The 
abuser will sometimes buy 
gifts or take the victim on 
a short vacation in order 
to apologize. The abuser 
will do anything to try and 
convince the victim that 
the abuse will not reoccur. 
Common sense says that 
this type of behavior will 
always happen once it has 
begun. The abuser will 
never have the chance to 
change unless medication 
is taken or therapy and 
counseling is completed. 


overly affectionate and 
apologetic. Assailants will 
also justify their abuse by 
blaming their outbursts on 
something the victim did. 
In this stage, victims may 
begin to believe that they 
are at fault and consider 
what their partner says. Too 
often, women are judged 
for staying in an abusive 
relationship, but men seem 
to gain extra disapproval 
when they continue their 
relationships. 

Most people, however, do 
not consider what it is like 
for a man who is abused. 
Men face a shortage of 
resources and have a harder 
time proving their claims. 
Calling the police and 
filing a report may seem 
logical, but it is an unusual 
situation and provokes 
skepticism. Gaining 

custody of children from 
an abusive mother is also 
a particularly difficult task 


reported. 

With these 

misconceptions in 

mind, one can learn and 
acknowledge the presence 
of domestic abuse cases. 
Being better informed 
on these situations can 
be beneficial in many 
ways, such as being more 
attentive to other people 
who may need help but are 
too afraid or ashamed to 
ask. 


The last and final stage 
of domestic violence is the 
calm phase. In this phase, 
the incident is “forgotten.” 
At this time, no other 
type of abuse is being 
committed. By this time, 
the abuser has continued 
to have full control over the 
victim, convincing him or 
her that all is well in their 
relationship. Sadly, that is 
a misconception that most 
victims fall for. 

Domestic violence 
happens every single day 
to millions of people and 
becomes a never-ending 
cycle. The abuse will never 
stop coming and the abuser 
will never let loose of the 
grip he or she holds on the 
victim. 

Anyone who knows a 
victim of domestic violence 
should encourage him/her 
to reach out for help. 


for men and can determine 
how a man chooses to go 
about handling abuse. 

There are ways to 
confront domestic abuse 
that make it possible to 
overcome the obstacles 
associated with it. 
Accept that there will be 
repercussions and prepare 
for them. Make police 
reports, take pictures of 
any physical markings 
from abuse and have a 
hard copy of the collective 
documentations close. If 
leaving is not an option, be 
mindful that the woman 
may try to provoke a 
response to justify her 
abuse, so do not retaliate 
if at all possible. Be sure 
to contact a domestic 
violence program so if the 
situation escalates, there 
is somewhere safe to go. 
If children are involved, 
inquire about legal rights 
and temporary custody.

However, due to the lack 
of archives and information 
found in Mississippi 
records, Bynum remolded 
her research to where it 
incorporated more folklore, 
local tales and controversy.

“Dating violence is abuse 
over a period of time to 
gain and maintain control 
in the dating relationship,” 
said McLeod. 

Over 60 percent of 
reported rapes on college 
campuses claim to have 
happened within a dating 
relationship. More than 
25 percent of females on a 
college campus experience 
some sort of sexual assault 
or rape. Women in violent 
relationships are also four 
times more likely to receive 
a sexually transmitted 
infection than those who 
are not in an abusive 
relationship.

secret homes and shelters 
available, and each location 
is on a need-to-know basis in 
order to keep whereabouts a 
secret to the attacker or to 
those that may be harmful 
to one’s recovery. Speak to 
a counselor or the Domestic 
Violence hotline for further 
information. 

Even years after one’s 
escaped the abuse one 
can still harbor some sort 
of Post-Traumatic Stress 
Disorder. It is never too late 
to seek help; therapy is still 
an option. There are many
